The only uaifonaiiy will 
be iu appearanc e and dependence upon the 
fluctuating creek of ;hc Government. 

We will have, all ever the country, banks 
whose notes are cl-jr^rent in value, Unlike 
the National Treasury -note, which is nta-- 
ly of uniform value, these notes -wiil 
be different in different localities. In one 
place worth fifty two-cent postage stamps, in 
another only forty. In this way it will be 
somcwLat like the fairy money which the 
luckless wight put in Lis purse, to find, when 
taken out at the fair, ail turned to pebbles. 
So the National Bank notes of Kentucky, 
w hen presented at the National Bask count'.- is 
in New York, will be found, just as Kentucky 
back notes were som etimes found before, at a 
discount.

• A Remarkable Rebel Addre-s . 

We print today a remarkable document: 
the address of soldiers iu the Army of Ten- 
nessee to their comrades, persuading theafl to 
lay down their arms and return to their heno s 
at the expiration of their terms of service. It 
comes to us from two distinct and independ- 
ent rourccs, each professing to be a literal 
copy at the document, including italics and 
cap tsls. These transcripts of the original r.re 
corroborative, and leave no room to doubt 
the genuineness of this revolutionary mani- 
festo. How extensively it has bceu circulat- 
ed, or to what extent it has ir fluenced the 
rank and file of J^hns'ou's army, we have no 
means of knowinz. Its arraignment of the 
NM leaders is as true as the tone of the doe- 
ment is menacing, and it can not fail to have 
a powerful effect on the rebel mind. 
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issues foimerly wer.', what greater danger 
w ill there be of b ink; uptcy than before * We 
might reply tnat the danger need not be great- 
er to effect all the evil apprehended, if a 
ran were to begin on the backs c.u a specie 
basis, it would be likely to beeamc general; 
and indications are. cs previously showa, that 
such a danger is apprehended. But the dan- 
ger is greater. The Comp: roller of the Cur- 
rency has emphatically sua that "the currency 
rests upon an unsound basis.

Oae, two, three, a dczm b.nks 
break; it impairs ihe credit of IheG overnrxen'; 
it attacks the credit of all oth r banks, 
which leads directly to a run upon them, and 
so they act and react mutually for their ow.. 
destruction and that of the resources of tLe 
Government. What is going to be the effect 
of the first Hash of the discovery th-tthe uni- 
formity of these notes does not extend to 
value!' Is it not going to be distrust, conse- 
quent depreciation ? Here, after t.ll Mr. 
Chase's elaborate scheming, the merchant 
liads a currency of an uncertain, variable vd- 
oe iu his hands. Il is worth ninety cents (in 
paper) here, and a dollar there. There has been^ 
no gaia by 6ubstiti:liog the new currency fcr 
the old, but rather the opposite.

it is bach That, too, was on credit; but then 
all the resources were in one place — in the 
Treasury. That was the only vital point.

Formerly, while the wealth of the State was 
placed in the hands of the Government, it was 
invulnerable. Now, when it is to be dissem- 
inated, speculated in by a thousand little local 
institutions, it is invulnerable in a thousand 
different places; to attack one is lo attack all. 
We might illustrate it by compirirg it with 
^ General who se i'.terc l is forces in detached 
parties over a wide Epace of c ountry instead 
of massicg them against attack They are cut 
oft in detail. The capture of one party makes 
the defeat of another easier. Mr. Chase's 
scheme is, .hereforc, an invention by which 
the number of vulnerable po nt6 of the nation- 
al credit is increased. Whatever merit be- 
longs to it is his, and we sincerely hope a 
grateful pe ople will reward him accordingly.

Affairs in lidst Tennessee. 

It is time to comment on the real character 
of the whole management in East Tennessee, 
and to look beyond the eclat of the first, for- 
tunate da6h for the evidence of that military 
ability, foresight and providence which were 
requisite to insure success aud permanent cc- 
cupation. The expedition has lacked these 
from ihe first. Gen» ral Rurcside's movement 
was lose delayed by the detachment of his 
corps to aid Grant at Vicksburg, and, when it 
was made, there was not a provident arcumu- 
lation of supplies for the expedi'iou. It went 
without such preparation. Unfortunately, 
General Burnside had made up his mind 
to withdraw from the service cn the 



prestige of his successful dash. He tendered 
bis resignation immediately. Under such ex 
pectation, a comramder would not be likely 
to take energ< ti'- measures tor pushing his ad- 
vantages, gatherine supplies Tor the winter, 
fortifying and securing his occupation. 

Once in possession of Kast Tennessee with 
a force ss larere as his, holding it was a qucj- 
t on of supplies and fortni ations. He bad 
the mounted troops necessary for securing 
the supplies the country aflorded. The Con- 
federates have found that country of great im- 
portance to thera for supplies. It has not 
been made so to us. The result was that our 
troops b«v»J hardly had full rations at any 
time, and as soon as winter set in they were 
reduced to half, tben quarter ratiocs,and their 
animals were disabled by want of forage, and 
died ctf rapidly. 

Beside ttoe misfortune of a commander who 
wiabc<l to reap his laurels and leave before 
comple ing bis work, too much time and at 
tentiou were wasted in politically restoring 
the Union and Riving audience to dubious in- 
babitants, and too Utile to military uecessi- 
ties. 

It is yet a mystery why, when General Sher- 
man marched his force iuio East Tennessee 



of tliis bill, I thi k there can be no question al 
the constitutional power to seize the pioperty of 
the-e traitors who have run away. Take the case 
which I havo so often alluded to in the Senate, 
tbsl of Mr blidell. who owns forty thousand acres 
of land iu the State of Illinois.

J do not w ish to take up 
time at Ibis stage of the session, but I trust the 
amendment will not be agreed to by the Senate. 

••Mr. CLABSt. I trust the BBSSBdBSSOt will be 
agreed to. It may he sometimes desirable to se- 
cure us much as we can, if we cannot get all we 
wish. I would desire to get the real estate in fee; 
but if we cannot do that, it may be won h while for 
us to consider whe;her BPS wiil not take th* per- 
sonal property of the individual and the real estate 
for life, it WS cannot get the estate in fee. 

"Mr. BsmaatABT. I should like to know by tvhat 
authority the Senator says we cannot get any more, 
because "if we are acting under a kind of duress, I 
want to understand It. 

"Mr. O.ABK. I do not say that we arc acting 
under any durcsu; but it maybe that there may 
be objections to the bill as it now stands, some- 
where, aud it may be tleit :m amendment like this 
will cure the uilti'culty aud enable us to get over it. 
I suggest to Senators whether it may not be better 
to ad< pt the amendment in that view of it, rather 
than to re-jeet it. 

"Mr. StiKKMAS. If the Senator from New Hnmp 
shire will stat i- to us in explicit language that the 
Presjde-nt of the United States will veto the bill 
unless we pass this amendment. I am in favor of 
passing it; but I want to throw that responsibility 
on those who ought properly to assume it. I will 
not shirk myself and I do licit want any l»ody else to 
shirk. If the Pr PS Ideal desires to say that iu his 
view of the Constitution- and I do not criticise 
hiin— be wishes this anmndmeiit in order to enable 
him conscientiously to sign the bill. I will pass it; 
but I want him to take that position before the 
people of the United States. So far as the life es 
tate to wild lands in the West ia concerned, it is i 
simple ab.-urtlity to talk of seizing it and dcrivinj 
anything from it. The leading traitors of thi 
country have been speculating very largely in 
WsstSta lands, and they have great quantities of 
them. I think we e.ught to seize them and sell 
them, and use the proceeds to put down the ir rebt 1 
lion. The idea that we may draw a distinction iu 
a military operation between a life estate and an 
•state iu fee. I think is an absurdity. That will do 
very well for the courts to talk about; but it has no 
application to this case. Still, if the President 
rests his objection to any bill we have pa«s*ed on 
that ground, I am ready to vote for this resolution 
iu order to remove the objection; but I want him 
to take the responsibility of saying so. If th 
Senator savs that he is authorized, or feels author 
ized. to say that the President objects to the bill 
we have passed because of the two grounds named 
here, theu 1 am perfectly willing to relieve him by 
passing this amendatory resolution; but I want 
him to a»sume the responsibility, and not to take- 
it myself. 

"Mr. Clark. Mr. President, I think f may say 
that 1 am authorized to declare that I do know- 
that that is one of the objections made to the bill 
by the President, and it is withavic>wof removing 
that objection and inducing his signature to the 
bill that I oiler this amendment, not that it satis 
fie- me. 

"Mr. Sherman. Then I w ill vote for it." 
The SPEAKER. The Chair would state to 
the gentleman from New York that this read 
ing h -.8 b?en allowed by unanimous cmsent. 
By reference to page 77 of the Manual it will 
be. seen that it is not in order to refer to what 
takes place in the ether branch of Cougrcst 
lor it is stated tbat il may lead to misuuuei 
standing between the two Houses. 

Mr. 1EKNANDO WOOD. I was aware of 
that. When 1 asked tbat the passage mtgh 
be read, I think that I staled thai I doubled 
whether it was strictly in order. 

The SFEAEEBa it was alljwel by unani 
mous consent. 

Mr. FERNANDO WOOD. Mr. Speaker, 
have bit c impellea to refer to these proceed 
lugs of the Senate to show that the proposi 
tion now before the House is to repeal 



abolish was insisted upon by the President 
a prerequisite to his approval ot the cocfisea- 
ticn law. 

Now, sir, what says the Prtsident himself? 
After the statement made by the Senator 
f'om N?w H impure [Mr. ClakkJ, the Sen- 
ate concurred ii this amendment, and it was 
sent to the President of the United States, 
the confiscation law having been already in 
his hinds. On the 17th of July, 1863, he 
6ent this BMSasSBI to Cotgresf: 

"Fellow iitizens of the llouseof Representatiee* 

"Condsidering the bill 'for au aet tS suppress in- 
surrection, to punish treason and rebellion, t 
seize and confiscate the property of rebels, and for 
other purposes,' and the joint resolution explana- 
tory of said act as being substantially one. I have 
approved and signed both. Iiefore 1 was informed 
of the resolution I had prepared the draft of 
message stating objections to the bill becoming 
law, a copy of which drait Is herewith submitted 

Accompanying that message he aho 6ent a 
draft ol the veto referred to, and therein he 
uses this language: 

"That to which i chiefly object pervades most 
part of the ac', but more distinctly appears in the 
first, second, seventh, and eighth sections. It ts 
the ssss of those provisions which results in the 
dive-ting of title forever. 

"For the causes of treason and ingredients of 
treason, uot amounting to the full crime, it de- 
i ar . - forfeiture extending beyond the lives of the 
Entity parties; whereas the Constitution of the 
United States declares that 'no attainder shall 
work fit rrnption of blood, or forfeiture except dur- 
ing the life of the person attainted." True, there 
is to he no formal attainder in this case; still I 
think the greater punishment cannot be constitu- 
tionally inflicted in a diflerent form for the same 

O tie Use". 

"I mav n mark that the provision of the Consti- 
tution, put in language borrowed from (ireat 
Britain, applies only in this country, as I undwr 
I land, to real or landed estate " 

Tuerefore, Mr. Speaker, I b:<zird nothing in 
Jayine tbat the resolution bef-.re the House is 
i hand upen the President of the United 
States. The President approved both as one — 
the confiscation bill and the joint resolution 
which it is tow proposed to repeal. He told 
Congress s 1 ). By the pa- sage of this resolu- 
tion we repeal the one and let the other 
rtartd. He was entrapped into an approval of 
confiscation by the joint resolution explana- 
torj of it. You thus fraudulently obtained 
his approval, and now seek to repesl that 
which wps the m'ans of secui ing bis assent. 
That is tk<» first of my obj -ctions to this pend- 
ing proposition. 

Sir, Ihe constitutional question has h?en 
aTgned here. It bars been argued on both 
sides of the Hous-^ with great ability. I do 
not feel myself capable of arguing a consti- 
tatioBSl question. I cannot argue this one. 
I would as =oor. think of arguing that the son 
was st meridian at twelve o'clock a* that tee 
Congress of the United States has not the 
power to confiscate estates beyond ihe lives 
of persons attainted of tresson. If there is 
any proposition, if there is any restriction in 
the Constitution clearly and forcibly ex- 
p-essed, it i3 that in reference to this ques- 
tion. 

'•Treason against the United States shall cons'st 
only in levying war against them, or in adhering 
to their enemies, giving them aid and comfort." 

Treasou is a crime, and the Constitution 
eoes on to prescribe the punishment 
for treason, attd the limitation on the 
power of Comrress to punish it. It declares 
that "no persou shall be convicted of treason 
aniens on the testimony of two witnesses to 
the some overt act, or on confession in open 
cowl" It provides in reference to ciimes— 
and treaeon is a crime— that 

"The trial of all crimes, except in cises of im- 
peachments, shall be by jury: and such trial shall 
be held in the State where the said crimes shall 
have been committed; hut when not committ< d 
within any State, BBS trial shall beat such place or 
places as the Congress may by law have directed." 

It do s not provide that it shall be by proc- 
bmation, but the trial shall be by jury. It 

further provides that— 

"Art. VI. In all criminal prosecutions, the ac- 
eassd -ball enjoy the right to a speedy trial, bv an 
impartial jurvof the State aud district wherein 
the crime shall have been committed, which dis- 
trict shall have been previously ascertained bylaw, 
and he informed of the nature and cause of the ac- 
cusation: to be confronted with the witnesse.i 
against him; to have compulsory process for ob- 
taining witnesses in his favor, and to have the as- 
sistance of counsel f -r his defense." . 

Ther"fore, «ir, the Constitution not onlv 
e te.tes w hat shall constitute treason, it states 
what form of procedure shall be adopted t<> 
prove "-.c.f.ict, and what the punishment shall 
be. "What is it? 

"OsngTSSS shall have the power to declare the 
punishment of treason, but no attainder of treason 
shall work corruption of blood. o<- forfeiture t?j-- 
cept during the life of the person attainted.' 1 '' 

I wu arcrueJ )<*re tho «ther day that it 
had h^en reccn'lv discovered that in the 
original draft of the Constitution a comma 
bad bren detee'ed. Well, now, sir, I am 
willing to go even further than that. I sm 
wii-icg to suppose, frr instance, that the 
last ' lause of the punishment was entirely 
emitted, and that the provision stopped at 
the word "forfeiture." Even then, sir, it 
could not Batata! beyond the life ot the party 
mvicted. Webster's defl -ition of "forfeit- 
rs" is, "the act of losing some right or 
rivilege iu legard to property. Forfeiture 
a loss of the right to possess, hut not of 
ie ret ual po- session. In the feudal svstcm, 
■rfefture of land gives him in reversion or 
IBBtiadfT 1 right to re-euter." 
Now, Mr. Speaker, the mere statement of 
le case, the mere reference to the Constitu- 
tion, the mere quotatiou of the language, in 
tnt judgment, satis faetorily disposes of this 
aaemM so far as the constitutional rignt of 
Congress is concerned to forfeit real estate 
•vond the life of the tarty convicted. 
But suppose the confiscation proc-c-'ds es 
■fatal properly in Stales now in rebellion, 
i-nv as to the title to lands confiscated? When 
he American people get sober, the validity of 
he ti*Si> to real estate thus acquired maybe* 
endangered. I would not give live dollars for 
B8T Uue that the Government of the United 
B afe cm giv-* under any law that Congress 
might pass beyond the life of the party con- 
vieted of treas-m, and convicted in due form 
accordint; to tbe proce>!ur3 6et down by the 
Constitution, because if all these forms are 
observed — if the accused is not tried in 
"vicinage" where the offense is commit- 
ted, where he belongs — if he has no opj-orin 
nity to b l confronted with bis accusers — if he 
bbsmI have couusel la defend him, without a 
reference to the question how far the attainder 
asj reach the heir — informality af procedure 
BTaHestes the title. The day w ill cams when 
these questions will be adjudicated by an 
honest and independent judiciary, and then 
Um - e titles will be worth nothing. 

Uot, Mr. Speaker, suppose that these ob- 
jections to the confiscation did not exist, 
what should be said iu this enlightened age 
of progress, civilization, and Christianity, of 
this theory of legislation? What will be 
thought of the American people, boasting of 
their freedom, advancement, and progress, 
calling theuiselv; s enlightened and Cbr.silar, 
of thus pursuing their owu lellow-citizets 
with this spirit of unrelentinsr hate, desolati* u, 
and destruction, by carryirg vengeance beyond 
the guilty party, even to his remotest poster- 
ity? Why, sir, Kime. the mcst inhum n 
monster ot nations as agiinst a prostrate foe, 
never weal so far a6 tba'. Russia, emergiug 
from a barbaraus condition (for sue has uot 
been recogniz.d among the civilised natiens 
ot the world a centurj ), wbeu she partitioned 
Poland, respected their widows and orphans. 
NoCoverrJiuent has pu:sued a foe witn such 
unrelenting, vindictive miTgnity as we are 
now pursuing those who e »me iuto the Union 
with uo, BMhnse blood bas been freely th.d on 
veiy battlefield of the couutry until now, 
with our own; who fought by our side in the 
American Revolution, and in the war of 1812 
with Great Britain; who tore our bar>aer 
bravest and highest in our victorious march 
from Vera Ciuz to tho city of Mexico, and 
wbo t ut yesterday sat in these Halls coatribut 
ing toward the maintenance ot our glorious 
institutions. 

Sir, Edmund Burke discussed these qaes- 
t'.ons iu the British Parliament. He was Lot 
afraid of the epilhel of traitor. He stood 
erect in the diguity of his mmhood, inspired 
from above (as 1 would to God we had such 
an one her* ), deuouueing tyranny and uphold 
ing freedom. His words are direeily perliueut 
to the present prop.siiion. 
Mr. Burke says : 



"I do not know the method of drawing up an in- 
dictment against a whole people " • * * "In 
such unfortunate quarrels among the component 
parts of a great political union of communities 1 
can scarcely conceive anything more completely 
iuiprudeut "than for the head of the empire to in- 
sist that if any privilege is pleaded against his will 
or his acts, that his whole authority is denied, in- 
stantly to proclaim rebellion, to beat to arms, and 
to put the olleiiciiug provinces under the ban. Will 
not this, sir, very soon teach the provinces to 
make no distinction on their part* Will it not 
teach them that the Uoveriimeut against which a 
claim of liberty is tantamount to high treason is a 
Government to which submission is equivalent to 
slavery f" 

Lord Chatham, in a speech "io put a stop to 
hostilities," delivered in the House of Lords, 
Muy 30, 171)7, speaks almost in the same words 
as the advocates of peace ot the North do at 

this estsjsji 

"We have tried for unconditional submission ; 
try what cm be gained by unconditional redress." 

"I say this country has been the aggressor. You 
have made descents upon their coasts, you have 
burned their towns, plundered their country, 
mad wur upon the inhabitants, confiscated their 
property, proscribed and imprisoned their persons. 
1 do therefore affirm, my Lords, that instead of ex- 
aeting uucouditioneU subtnisAon ironi the colonies 
weanonMgrsnt them unconditional redress. We 
have Injured them; we have endeavored to enslave 
and oppress them. Upon this ground, my Lords, 
of chastibemeut they are entitled to re- 



Lord Chatham said 

"My Lords, I need not look abroad for griev- 
ances. The grand opital mischief is fixed SI 
home. It corrupts the very foundation of our po- 
litical existence, and preys upon the vitals of the 
State. The Constitution has been grossly violated 
The Constitution at this moment stands violated 
Until that wound be healed, until the grievance be 
n dp ssed, it is in vain to recommend union t 
Parliament— in vain to promote concord among 
the people."' 

"The Constitution has its political Bible by 
which, If it he fairly eonsnltSO, every political 
question may and ought to beeletermined. Magna 
( hurta. the petiti' n if rights and the bill of right, 
form that code w hich 1 call thcJBible of the Eng 
lish Constitution. Had some of his Majesty's uu 
happy predecessors trusted less to the comments of 
their ministers, had they been better read in the 
text itself, the glorious revolution would bash re 
mainedoulv possible iu theory, and would uot now 
have existed upon record" ^formidable u ample (< 
thrir successors." 

On the employment of mercenaries and 
BSSBMSI in war the same great orator burs 

lortn in a strain of indignant dequeue, which 
is familiar r.s household words iu every land 
where the English tongue iskn:»wn or spoken : 
"What has been the conduct of yonr ministers? 
How have they endeavored to conciliate the affec- 
tion and obedience of their American brethren? 
They have gone to Germany: they have nought the 
alliauee and assistance of every pitiful, beggarly, 
insigiiiihawt, paltry German prince, to cut the 
throats of their loyal, brave, and injured brethren 
in America; they have entered into merccnarv 
treaties with those human butchers for the pur- 
chase and sale of human blood. Hut. mv Lords, 
this is not all; they have entered Into other 
treaties; they have let the savage-s of America 
loose uiMin their innocent unoffending brethren- 
loose Sana tin- weak, the aged, and defenseless; on 
old BSSa, women, and children ; upon the very 
babes upon the breast, to be tut mssajisi. BSC 1 1 
Heed, broiled, roasted, nay. to be literally eaten 
alive. These, my Lords, are the allies Great 
Britain now bas ; carnage, desolation, and destrue- 
tion, wherever her arms are carried, is her new ly 

dopted mode of m iking war." * * * 
"t'he arms of this couutry are disgraced even in 

ictory a« well as defeat. Is this consistent, my 
Lowls, w itli any part of our former conduct ? W as 
K by me ms like these we ai rived at that pinnacle 
of lame and grandeur which, while it established 
>ur reputation in every quarter of the globe, gave 
the fullest testimony of our justice, merev, and na- 
tional integrity? Was i: by the tomahawk and 
scalping knife that British valor and humauitv be- 
came in a manner proverbial and the triumphs of 
« sir and the eclat of conquest became but mat ers 
of se-condury praise when compared to those of na- 
tional humanity and national honor? Was it bv 
setting loose the savages of America to imbrue 
the r hands in the blood of our enemies that the 
duties or the soldi'-r, the citizen, and the man came 
to be nnitfc'd? Is this honorable warfare, my Lords? 
Does it correspond with the language of the poet— 

* 'The pride, pomp, and circumstance of glorious 
war, 

Tkat makes ambition virtue ?'" 

Iu his speech iu opposition to a motion to 
adjourn, jus*, after the news of Burgoyne'a 
deieat, Lord Chatham thui speaks ot the war 
and the ministry. Nothing stronger has been 
said of our civil war: 

"Ten thousand brave men have fallen victims to 
i«rnor int e aud rashness. The only army you have 
in Am. rica may, by this time, be uo more. This 
very nation remains no longer safe than its ene- 
nues tbiak proper to permit. I do not augur ill. 
Events of a most critical nature may take place 
before our next meeting Will vour lordships, 
then, in such a state of things, trust to the guid- 
ance of men who, in every step of this cruel, this 
wicked war, from the very beginning, have proved 
themselves weak, ignorant and mistaken.*" 

The Marquis of Granby, on Americm af- 
fairs, in 1775: 

"In God's name, what language are yon now 
holding out to America? Resign yonr propertv, 
divest yourselves of your privileges* and freedom, 
renouuee even tiling that can make life coatfort- 
ahle. or we will destroy your commerce, we will 
involve your country InaBths miseries of famine; 
and, if you express the sensations of men at i ueh 
harsh treatment, we will then declare you iu a 
state of rebellion, and put yourselves and your 
families to fire and sword." 

Mr. Speaker, I could go on and consume 
the little time alloted to me in this uiscussh n 
with quotations of the same character. It is 
not necessary, sir. I have said all I intend- aj 
to ray npan that branch of the subject. 

Tbe dispeguished gentleman from Pennsyl- 
vania [Mr. BUfnaaj — I am sorry he is not 
present — made on Friday what I conceive to 
he the most frank, the mo3t able, and the 
mo.; consistent argument that has been made 
upon this* question on lhaiside of tbe Home, 
lie manfully— aid, it shouid ba said to his 
credit, consistently with his conduct in this 
House — d 'clarer! that 

"The rebels had risen into a separate govern- 
ment, haviug been recognized as a belligerent by 
foreign nations and our'uwn. The Constitution 
does not extend to them in its rights and guaran- 
tees. Wklchcvcr nation compters has a right to 
treat the other as a conquered province. They are 
in the attitude »>f foreign nations. Then- points 
he il'.ustra ed, contending that ir a State, as a 
State, makes war and becomes a belligerent power, 
we can, when we conquer it, tre-at it us w e would 
any cl her foreign nation. And this is not a ques- 
tion under but outside the Constitution. By the 
laws of ivar the conqueror may seize and convurt 
to his own use everything which belongs to the 
enemy, mid sell it to pay the expsmses of the war 
and the damages occasioned by it.'' 

I quote from the Washington Chronicle cf 
Sa'urday last. 

Well, sir, what is the difference between 
that gentleman's position and the conduct of 
this Admir.istralioi V W hile the Administra- 
tion, and the friends of tbe Admloistr.vtiou in 
both Houses of Compress, and their repr<>. 
Beatatftai out of doors, are declaring they are 
for the Union, they openly declare hero, 
through the t-biest ot their h-.ad rs, the Chan- 
cellor of fae E win nucr [ Mr. Stkvexs], that 
they are not a Linicu p2ri>; that it bas ceased 
to be a question of Un-on; that the Souih-ru 
States are an independent power, end the 
only quesiion ii whether we shall vanquish, 
subdue, or recognize theSB. 

Well, sir, I have, always thought that t^e 
Southern 8ta;< s were either within or with- 
out the Uuion. If they arc iu the Union, 
they are under the protection of the Constitu- 
tion, amenable to th'j Cons<itu:ioa and the 
laws m-de in pursuance, not iu contravention, 
of the Constitution; entitled to its protection, 
which includes au entire exemption from 
Congressional interference with their domes- 
tic institutions. 

But the gentleman sajs they are not 
amenable to the Constitution. He says, 
'Shall we have the Constltutiou ns it is, and 
the Union us it was, applicable to thtse rebel- 
lious Stat< sV" No, he says, they cannot have 
the benefit of the Coostitulioa. He approach- 
es his subjsct like a bold, frank mau. He 
knows the Constitution stands between the 
S >uthern Slates and the designs of the Ab - 
liti. mists, and he tears it away as an unnatu- 
ral, improp at obstruction, and under tbe laws 
bl Bjssjnaa seeks a power which the Constitu- 
tion does not give. 

Sir, will that gentlerian contend, adm-ltmg 
is position correct, that we havi a right to 
couliscate the property of a fore gn enemy by 

^ap^r proclamation? Admitting, th I 
lOKpendent sovereign power at w-.r with m, 
can the President, as we propose here to do, 
by a preclamation, confiscate the estate of our 
enem»? How would it be uudf th-i law ot 
nations? How would it be underj r e- tceand 
precedent? I admit, where wa obtua the 
t- rritory ef a fore ga enemy, while in posses- 
sion of that territory and in occupitiau ef it, 
we may co:>fi- 1 Cite it, provided we can hold it 
by military force after w ird. 

Mr. STEVENS. Mr. 8peaker 

Mr. FERNANDO W(>UD. I cannot yield 
to the geutlem in. 

Mr. STEVENS. I thought the gentleman 
appealed to me br at anewed 

Mr. FERNANDO WOOD. I will yield if it 
is not taken out or my tiao. 

Objection was raid--. 

Mr. FERNANDO WOOD. What h 'he dif- 
ference between the gentleman *rom Pennsyl- 
vania [VIr. Steve.ssJ and Jtflerson Davis* 
Jefferson Davis asserts that he Is the Presi- 
dent of the Confederate States. He has a gov- 
ernment; be has a Congress; he bas an army; 
he is a belligerent; h„> ii at war with the 
United States of America. So there is no 
distinction between tbe position of these two 
distinguished meu. But can wc c- nli-cale 
and hold the linds of ihg S?uth? Doubtful. 

No purely agricultural people, lighurg for 
the proteciion of their owu domestic institu- 
tions upon their own soil, have ever jet beeu 
cocquered. I say, furthtr, tbat no revolted 
people have sver been subdued after they 
h&ve been able to maintain an independent 
government for three years. 

But, 6ir, let that pass. We are at war. Nfi- 
ther side of ihe House will deny it. Whether 
these States are in rebellion, or whether we 
are nyhtiug an independent power, we. me 
still at war." Whether it bo a civil war, re- 
bellion, revolution, or foreign war, it matters 
Utile. It must cease, and I want this Admin- 
istration to tell the American people when it 
will cess 



rights of the several States unimpaired "and 
that u as socn as these objects are accomplish 
ed tho war ouifht to cease?" Or shall it be 
when, accordire to the Presidential pro- 
gramme of IStVJ, the Southern States, acting 
under the noniical protection of the Consti- 
tution, shall of 'heins'dves consent under 
duress to the emancipation of their slaves; 
or under the more recent proclama- 
tion of the same functionary who, out- 
side the Constitution, and in utter disregard 
of the sacred provisi rs, thu abandoned tenth 
of the -population of the South shall conseot 
to betray the retraining nine tenths into a 
senritade moro derided than that which 
their own local institutions entailed upon the 
blacks? Or shall it be when, under the yet 
more recently declared doctrine of th° R-v 
publican leader of this IIous? [Mr. Stevens], 
the riouth! m sta'cs shall be reduced to a c u- 
dition of abject dependence as a conquered 
enemy, entitled toco law or mercy, except 
that wh'.ch the clemency of fanaticism may 
afford? Or, more <; read ful, shall it be wh*n 
the American people, North and South, utterly 
broken dc>«vn, their rational interests de- 
stroyed, their ancient form of erovernment 
st.Lve rted , the ir territoi lei unity disintegrated , 
their lands laid waste, their home's forevt-r 
goue, 9nd the tcuutaios of tbe gr. at deep of 
natiocal desolation shall overwhelm thera, 
aud thus, when all power of resistance cr atr- 
ttrtssion shall slike be exhausted, shall we 
then havo psace? Or, more fearful, shall it be 
wben the iron heel of despotism is firmly 
p anted upon the submissive necks of North- 
ern timidity? 

Mr. Sptaker, when shall the war cease? I 
sk the question in trood faith. I ask it of the 
men who ROWS a the North. I: is theii du*y 
odetennin? baa and when it shall c e ise.that the 
country may kn-.w the extent of the demands 
to be m-.de upon it, the full measure required, 
aud bava unfoidei at lets; a glimpse of ihe 
dark and shadowy future.

Mr. Speaker,if,as the gentleman from Penn- 
sylvania says, we arc at war with afoMgn 
PMWer, what bas been the practice of our Gov- 
ernment with reference to the appointment 
t f commissioners to treat with foreign pow- 
ers? Why, sir, as early as 179."), when the Al- 
gerinea BBSshl war In the Mediterranean upon 
our commerce, pirates though they were, we 
d'd not think tt beneath our disrnity to treat 
with them. Tbe President authoriz?d the 
American Miniatsr to P wtug-d to appoint a 
commissioner, who did proceed to a negotia- 
tion, *cd did filially rrakea treaty of amity 
which Ins'pd until 1815. Again, sir, iu the 
War of 1812, between the United Slates and 
Great Britain, three very distb guisbed m» n 
were appointed commissioners, Henry Clav 
being chairman cf the commission, and they 
proceeded to Europe and made the celebrated 
treaty of Ghent. 

Bu% sir, there is yet e. later and more 
applicable case, the war with Mexico. When 
General Sect sataneesl with his conquering 
army from Vera C'rvz to the City of Mt xtc, 
the President sent N cholas P. Trist as a com- 
missioner to treat with the Mexican authori- 
ties. Sir, Mtx'co was subjugated; we bad 
conquered the whole repnb'ic of Mexico; we 
had won a scries of victories from Vera Cruz 
to the halls of the Mnntez imas, aad we were io 
possession of th' ir capita'; tbey wpm a con- 
quered people. Did we pass confiscation laws 
theu? Did we apply the principle of conn?- 
eetian bS Mtxican soil? No, sir; W3 treafd 
with them, conquered as tbev were, and Sir. 
Trist, ac'.iDg in pursuance nf the authority 
conferred up">n USB by the President ot the 
United States, made !h«».reaty of Guadalupe 
Hidalgo on the IS h of February, 1848. That 
treatv, which was sbbs: queoily raiilled by 
lbs Senate ef the United States, resulted in 
the access on of California and our vast pos- 
se c Biou3 0f the Pacidc. There was no eonfb- 
c.a'i-vn. 

But it 13 said tbat this is a rebellion, aud 
that it will not do to treat with reb Is in aims. 
Well, sir, this is not the first rebellion we 
have had in this country. We h.»ve had re- 
bellions which, at their commencement, were 
as threatening m this was at its commence- 
ment to the permanence of our ins:itutions, 
and we ir-attd by coramusioners iu every in- 
Btanc, as I shall show. 

Il 1780 the first rebellion occurred. It oc- 
curred, Mr. Spe.iker, in New England. Thi* 
was the first armed reVHiou agaias'. the Gov- 
ernment. Sir, although it is unpleasant to 
rctled. upon fvuiojis eandor eomptls me to 
declare that N w Eiglacd has been in rebV- 
liou against tte institotions of this country 
ever since the Bdopitoa of the Federal Con- 
stitution. 8he has not faithfully performed 
her part of the compact made wbeu she came' 
into the Union. In thj Convention that 
framed our organic law the sections came to- 
gether. New England had her navigati an and 
her manufactures le protect; the Sou'h had 
her peculiar insiirutio.i to protect. It is true. 
New Eugland held a few slaves; but when 
they COSlOii to be prolltabie, she became ptail- 
anturopiC and (>• iievoleni, and abolished 
slav^iy. But so long a3 money was to be 
wrung from the sinews of the negro, New 
England hahf ansa hi bondage and blta shed 
ihetaaeage that brought slaves from AJriea 
to tbe Southera St I 

I repeat, si.-, that ths first armed rebellion 
in Urs country occurred in Ma?sachuse is, an 1 
that commissioaers were appointed to nego- 
tiate a peace. I will read from a New England 
historian lo prove the fact : 

"This was known as Sha> s rebePion. It com- 
menced in 17s« ami contiuuod until the close of 

•rgauized, and 



which he offered a full pardon to all who 
would submit to tbe laws. B .- the conduct 
a- d forbearance of thesi comm ssioner3 peace 
wai restored, the rebellion pu: dawn, and the 
Federal authority onct more respected. The 
ofheers appointed by the President were ac- 
cepted by the Mormon?", and order and sab- 
mifsion have re'gned ever since. 

Therefore, Mr. Speaker, is there anything so 
e xtraordiuary in my proposition to send com- 
misMoners to treat with the Southern Stafs ? 
We are told almost weekly that the rebellion 
is njjarly crushed out, that we have every ad- 
vantage ever these insurgents. Is it wrong, 
therefore, is it unwise, is it unpatriotic, to pur- 
sue precedents, that have been set by the 
Father of his Country, aad by his successors 
in office? 

Mr. Speaker, we will have to treat with 
these rebels. This war, commenced without 
cause, prosecuted* without glory, will end in 
disintegration and destruction tf carried on 
for another Administration. Peace must come, 
Tbe President told yoa so in his inaugural ad- 
dress. Then, sir, he was uninfluenced by tbe 
fanatical teachings of a desperate crew who 
have other objects a*, hrart than the welfare, 
the unity, the prosperity, the harmony, the 
freedom of the American people. God grant 
th it the day of peace may come aoon. That It 
will com? sooner or later, we all know. The 
powers ot aearession and ol resistance are 
alike failing. Instead of supplying our armies 
through patriotic enthusiasm, our Govern- 
ment is rcsoning to bribery and force^ — 
bribery by the system ot bounties, force bj 
conseriotion. It is deducible by mathemati- 
cal cilculations that another term of three 
years will find us in a condition where ii is 
impossible, cither by fore* or bribery, to in- 
spire your armies with eufB"ient power of ag- 
gression to conquer the Southern neo: le. 
Peace mast an 1 will ensue. < .en. Jacksoa is 
frequently referred to cs having favored harsh 
measures toward the South, and yet we have 
the authority of his frict d and contemporary. 
Thomas BL Benton, in his "Thirty Years in 
th< Senate," to the contrary. 
The authority says that 

'■Many thought that he ought to relax in his civil 
measures for allaving discontent while South C'ar- 
olina held the military attitude of armed deoauce 
to the United States— and among them Mr (auin- 
cy Adams. But he adhertd sec ulilv to his purpose 
of going on with what justice required for the re- 
lief of the Seiuth."

THS LtW OF RETALIATION. 

IFroni the Richmond Enquirer. January 22.] 
The following is a copy of the letter sent to 
General Wilde by the Colonel commanding 
the forces on the Black water, relative to the 
late measures of retalio'iea adopted by our 
military authorities in Etstern North Caro- 
Una: 

"Headqtarters Force on Blackwater, ) 
"Franklin, Va , January, 18ti4. \ 
" Genrral Wilde, commnidiiu/ Cdored Brigade , 
Xorf'olk, la. — Sir: Probably no expedition, 
during the progress of this war, his been at- 
tended with more utter disregard for the 
long-established usages of civilization or the 
dk'. i.is of humanity than was your late 
raid into the country bordering the Albe- 
marle. Your stay, though short, was marked 
by crimes aud enorm'.ties. You burned 
bouses over the heads of defenseless women 
and children, carried off private property of 
every description, arrested non-combat-»nts, 
and carried off ladies in irons, whom you 
contiutd with negro men. Your negro troops 
fired on Confederates after they had surren- 
dered, and they were only saved by the exer- 
tions of the more humane of your white offi- 
cers. Li6t, but not least, under the pretext 
that be was a guerrilla you hanged Daniel 
Bright, a private of company L, Sixty-second 
Georgia regimsnt (cavalrj), fencing the ladies 
aud gentlemen whom you held in arrest to 
wicness the execution. Thcrelore, I have ob- 
tained an ord u r from the Gentrd commaod- 
for the execution of Simuol Jones, a pri- 
vate of company B, Fifth Oaio, wh«m I 
hargdd in retaliation. I hold two more of 
your men in irons as hostages for Mrs. Weeks 
and M s. Muadin. When these ladies are re- 
leased those nu n will be relieved and treated as 
prisoners of war. Col. Joel R. Griffin." 

TROOPS RH ENLISTING FDR THE WAR. 

In the Confederate Senate, January 23, Mr. 
Miles introdacid the following : 

RtS'Avcdy That the thauks of Congress are 
heieby tenu re 1 to all the brigades aud other 
troops in service who have taken the patriotic 
and gallant resolution to re enlist for the war. 

Resolved, That the manifestation of such a 
spirit ia our armies is a happy omen ot the 
ultimate triumph of our struggle lor inde- 
pend.'nce — indicative as it is of the fixed de- 
termination of our people never to lay down 
their arms while our soil is exposed to the 
hostile tread and barbarous ravages of our 
malignant enemies. 

The resolui ions were taken up an 
mous'y passed. 

DEUATB IN THE REHSL CONGRESS— EMPLOY- 
MENT OP FREE NKliROES AND SLAVES IN 
THE ARMY. 

In the Confederate Senate, on the 23d ult., 
Mr. Miles moved to take up from the calen- 
dar the bill reported from the Military Com- 
mittee, to hi entitled "Au act to increase the 
efficiency of the army by the employment ot 
r-ee negroes and slaves in certain cipacities." 
The motion was agreed to mil the bill taken 
up. 

H provides that all male free negroes be- 
tween the ages of eighteen and fifty yeirs 
shall be held liable to perform such duties in 
the army, or in connection with the military 
defense* of the country, ia the way of work 
upon the fortiriufttiims £r in Government 
work" for Ihe production or preparation of 
materii.l of war, or In military hospitals, as 
the Secretary of War may Irom time to time 
prescribe; to receive rations, clothing, and 
eleven dollars per month for sut^h services 
It also provides for the employment of tlaves 
for the same purpose and upon the same 
terra-; ard, In the event of the loss of any 
such slaves, the owners to be entitled to re- 
. ! . .• their full value; aud the Secretary ol 
War is authorized to impress slaves, in the 
event that Ue shall be unable to procure their 
services in any military department lu suffi- 
cient numbers for the, necessities of the de- 
partment. 

Mr. Gard-»ahier, of Tennessee, icipiired of 
the chairman of the Military Committee 
whether, in case that bill was passed, it wcu'd 
not be recognizing Lincoln's right to con- 
scrip; our n*groe3. 

Mr. Miles replied that he MM surprised at 
such a question. We had a right to do what 
we pleased with our slaves, aud Lincoln hai 
no control over them. 

Mr. Foote, of Tennessee, said that a difll 
culty occurred to his mind in relation to the 
question of exchange. Suppose any of these 
negroes were to be taken Diisoners, what 
would br? done with them f He approved the 
object of the bill, and should support it j but 
the question he proposed suggested to his 
mind a difficult? in the way, 

Mr, Miles replied that that question had not 
been considered by the committee, and he 
did not think it proper to embarrass the bill 
by the suggestion oi any feature in regard to 
it. It was a question th:it argot arise here- 
after, and might be left to the Commissioners 
of Exchange to settle. 

Mr. Bouldin, of Virginia, moved to amend, 
the first section of the bill by adding, " and no 
free negro engaged in the production of food 
and forage shall be taken under this act." 

Mr. Baldwin said that no exemption law 
which had beeu passed by Congress provided 
tor the exemption of the producing class of 
the country. The only exemption they had 
was made and founded altogether upon the 
idea of police. In the sec Lion that he repre- 
sented, the entire agricultural interest was 
conducted by white people and tree negroes, 
although it was a slaveholdiug community. 
He had it from good authority thai the opera- 
tion of the substitute law would reduce one 
thousand farms from the production of a 
surplus of food and forage for the army aown 
to a sufficient quantity to supply the families 
ol the agriculturists. The valley of Virginia 
was the great granary of Virginia to supply 
the array of Virginia. The farmers there were 
now selling their personal property and hiring 
oat their slaves, and preparing to go into the 
army under the provisions of the bilL What- 
ever its tsbet might be in bringing in skulkers 
in other portions of the country, in his dis- 
trict it called away from home men engaged 
in business, every blow at which was a blow 
at the Confederate States. It had Bwept 
turoagh his district like a tornado of destruc- 
tion. Slaves had escaped to the Yankees, and 
farmers bad supplied their places by free 
neu rocs, thus making nsclul a class hitherto 
utelcBs. And now here comes a bill which 
proposes to take away every free negro be- 
tween the ages of eighteen and fifty yeara, 
and free negroes go in advance of slaves. 

In some districts of the State you might 
take every white man, an 1 the women cou d 
c ni'li c the opera :ions ot the slaves, but in his 
district if the wnite men and free negroes 
were taken it would stop agricultural opera- 



tions altogether. He thought it time to hus- 
band our recourcrs and not make any further 
draiu upon the agricultural resources of the 
country. The great question was not the 
number of mcr, but bow to supply food 
ard forage for the army. Tl c supplies were 
already scant enough and we were taking 
away those who would make, there greater, 
and placing them among those who were now 
6cantily supplied. It seemed that there was a 
sort of stampede on this subject, both in and 
out of Congress. The cry wa\ rlace every- 
body in the army and fiaht it out ; but he was 
unwilling to place it upon the hezird of a 
single effort. He and the people he repre- 
sented had embarked in th« war forever, if 
necessary, and were prepared to fight it out. in 
spite of every obstacle, and when the Gov- 
ernment ccmes to the conclusion that the 
war is to be fought withiu interior lines, the 
confidence of the people would revive. He 
urged it upon CoDgre6P to take care of every 
branch of industry, and supply the men we 
have; for the people would lose confidence if 
they saw that everything we bad was to be 
staked upon a single effort. He hoped the 
government would set its foot upon any such 
mad policy, husband its resources, and pro- 
tract the war long enough to secure our inde- 
pendence. 

Pending the consideiation of the subject, 
the House, on motion of Mr. Jones, went into 
secret session upon the question ol the cur- 
rency. 

Gen. Grant as a Farmer.— The editor of 
the Milwaukee Wisconsin writes to that pa- 
per from St. IsMstR 

I have been profoundly interested in study 
ing the history of Gen. Grant whiles resident 
of this city au-J county. Six years ago Gen. 
Grant occupied a little farm to the south- 
west of St. Louis, whence he was in the habit 
of catting thft wood, and drawing it to Caron- 
delet and spiling it in the market there. Many 
of his wood purchasers arc now calling to 
mind that they had a cord of wood delivered 
in person by the great Gen. Grant. When he 
came into the wood market he was usually 
dressed in an old felt hat, with a blouse coat, 
and his pants tucked in the tops of 
his boots. Ia truth, he bore the ap- 
pearance ol a sturdv and honest wood- 
man. This wa3 bis winter's work. 
In the summer he turned a collec- 
tor of debts— but for this he wa3 not qualified. 
He had a noble and truthtul soul — so when 
he was told that the debtor had no money, be 
believed him, and would not trouble the drbt- 
or again, si leadir.g merchant ol St. Louis 
mentioned this circumstance to me. From 
all I can learn of his history here, he was 
honest, truthful, indefatigable — always at 
work at something, but did not possess the 
knack of making mouey. He was honorable, 
for he always repaid borrowed miney. His 
habits 'of life wore hardy, inexpensive and 
simple. About bij beiug an inebriate, I tind 
nothing to confirm it. Once on a cold day, 
when be brought a load of wood to the Ca- 
rondelet market, he would take something to 
keep himself warm. This, so far as I can 
trace, is the foundation ol many reports of his 
inebrity. 

Water Lime in Mortar —Permit me to 
ask through your readers, how it would do to 
mix good water lime with stone lime, iu 
building cement walls (gravel walls), and 
what proportion h considered best, or even 
wholly water lime f I built a sorghum honie 
of gravel la«t tail, which I did not get finished 
on account of wet weather. In the outside 
walls I put about a quart of water lime to the 
bushel, but in the center wall I did not put 
any. I find that the inrdde wall scales lor 
about six inches above the ground, while the 
outside stands like stone. A little information 
would oblige McAllister, Cass county, Mich. 

fit improves common lime mortar to add a 
portion ot water lime. Some think it even 
better than all water lime for cellar walls, &c , 
but this is probably not the case. We have 
just examined the outside uuderpinning of a 
cellar built three years ago. A part of the 
mortar contained three pirts of common 
lime and one part water lime. Thi? is harder 
and has stood much better than another por- 
tion bu'lt exclusively of common lime. We 
rave also extmined another piece of work built 
11 years at.o, a part of it with water-lime mixed 
as above, but the proportions were not de- 
termined. The part containing the water- 
lime is quits hard, and has stood well, while 
the other is much scaled off. Ia ali these in- 
stances the work is exposed to thi* weather. 
Where the water from a tin conductor had 
poured copiously agair-st the wall containint - 
the hydraulic cement the frost had loosened 
the mortar, but in no other case. These re- 
sults may vary with the purity of the differ- 
ent materials.]— Country Gentleman.

The Mississippi at St. Louis rose three feet three 
and a qua ter inches during the forty-eight hours 
ending at nine o'clock Monday morning. The rise 
continued, aud it is expected to continue until 
there is ten feet of water to Cairo, there being at 
the present time some six or seven feet. 

The Universe, in attempting to ascend the 
yesterday, got stuck on the rocks just nbovi 
backbone, where she lies in a very precarious 
dltlon, as the river is falling. Some fears art 
tertained that, if the river falls rapidly, she 
prove a total loss.
